3. Method of recruitment, age limit and qualifications.- — The 
method of recruitment to the said post, age limit qualifications 
and other matters connected therewith, shall be as specified 
in columns (5) to (13) of the Schedule aforesaid: 

Provided that the upper age limit specified in column (6) 
of the said Schedule for direct recruitment may be relaxed 
in the case of candidates belonging to the Scheduled. Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other categories of persons in accordance 
with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time. 

4. Disqualification.— No person,-- 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 
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(b) who, having a spouse living has entered into 01 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the pet tonal law ap- 
plicable to such person and the o.her party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do. it may. 


by order and for leasons to be recorded in writing and in 
consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax 
any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 
class or category of persons. 


6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons m accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
in this regard.

S.R.O. 238. — -In exercise of the powers conferred by the pro- 
viso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend ihe Defence 
Science Service Rules, 1967, namely 

1. (1) t hese rules may be called the Defence Science Ser- 
vice (Amendment) Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in official Gazette. 

2. In the Defence Science Service Rules, 1967, in Schedule 
II, for the entries under Serial No. 11 rclaling to ihe posts 
of Senior Scientific Officer Grade 11 /Assistant Superintendent 
of Development Grade II /Assistant Inspector Grade II, thd 
following entries shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(i) For posts requiring qualifications in Scienlific or En- 
gineering or Technical subjects : 

Essential : 

At least Second Class Master’s Degree in Science subject, 
Mathematics or Psychology or Second Class Degree in En- 
gineering or Technology or Metallurgy from a recognised 
University or equivalent. 

Desirable : 

Knowledge of German, French, Russian, Japanese or 
Chinese. 

(ii) For posts requiring medical qualifications : 

Essential : 

(a) A recognised medical qualification included in ihe 

First Schedule or the Second Schedule or Part II 
of the Third Schedule to the Indian Medical Council 
Act, 1956 (102 of 1956), Holders of Medical 
qualifications included in Part II of the said Third 
Schedule should also fulfil the conditions specified In 
in sub-section (3) of section 13 of the said Act. 

(b) Completion of compulsory rotating internship. 

Age Limits : 

Preferably not exceeding 30 years.",
